A new survey of proposed sites for 
the $575,000 federal building to be 
erected at San Pedro will be made 
soon. 

A reduction of 18 per cent in the 
electric agency rate for street lighting 
Was announced by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company, saving the 
City of Visalia $1000 a year. 

Southern California Gas Company 
applied to the Railroad Commission 
for authority to exercise franchise 
rights for the distribution of gas in 
the city of Ceres, Stanislaus County. 

Ted Peoples, Santa Rosa aviator, 


has been named Sonoma County’s] 


first “flying cop” for the enforcement 
of California’s air navigation laws. 
Unlicensed planes have been ordered 
“grounded.” 


Creation of a county planning com- 
mission, the object of which is to 
make plans for growth outside of in- 
corporated city limits, has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Supervisors. 
Members of the commission will in- 
clude Vaughn D. Whitmore, chairman 
of the board, the county surveyor 
and district attorney and six other 
members to be named by the board. 


The Bells of Solano County Exposi- 
tion will be held at Fairfield this year. 
The expedition will open May 24 and 
will close June 1. John R. Thornton, 
sheriff of Solano County, will be gen- 
eral chairman of the exposition. D. A. 
Weir will be secretary and manager. 
The exposition will include a farm and 
home appliance show, a _ products 
show, a style show, a food show, a 
junior live stock show. a motor car 
and truck show and art and educa- 
tional exhibits. A unique feature of 
the exposition will be the elimination 
of the “complete carnival,’ often 
deemed necessary to save the ordi- 
nary fair from financial loss. A pag- 
eant play, depicting the progress of 
Solano County and the state of Cali- 
fornia, from the pioneer days to the 
present time, will be presented every 
afte: noon and night in a special tent. 


California building and loan asso- 
ciations must not, under the law, in- 
vest more than 25 per cent of their 
assets in straight loans, decreed At- 
torney General U. S. Webb in an opin- 
ion to Charles A. Whitmore, state 
building and loan commissioner. 
Webb, in his opinion, pointed out that 
the scope of these associations was 
to make loans on the mutual or de- 
ferred payment plan to home owners. 
“Building and loan associations are 
organized to encourage industry, fru- 
gality, home building and savings 
among members and _ shareholders,” 
Webb commiented. ‘They have limited 
powers and occupy a different rela- 
tionship from banking institutions.” 

Southern Marin County civic leaders 
hailed with joy the news that Tibur- 
on would have direct ferry service 
with San Francisco within the next 
few months. The Southern Pacific- 
Golden Gate Ferries Ltd., will start 
the service as soon as a new highway 
link is completed. At the present time, 
commuters are forced to transfer at 
Sausalito when en route to San Fran- 
cisco. The highway will be construct- 
ed by the state department of public 
works immediately, Assemblyman 
Charles Reindollar of San Rafael stat- 
ed. 


Three hundred bluejays were killed 
recently when the Mokelumne Fish 
and Game Protective Association, an 
organization of Lodi sportsmen, staged 
a drive on predatory birds on the 
game preserves on the Mokelumne 
River between Lockeford and Clem- 
ents. The preserve was stocked with 
pheasants by the Lodi club. 

It requires 15,000 specialists to keep 
California beautiful. This was an esti- 
mate of the number of beauty special 
ists, hairdressers and others. A big 
share of this number minister to vain 
men, says J. F. Collins, director of 
vocational standards. In addition to 
beauty specialists, there are 17,612 
barbers doing their bit. 


With the nation’s 1930 tourist travel 
already heading westward to the scen- 
ic frontiers of California, state and 
private agencies spurred their cam. 
paign against unsightly billboards 
along highways. After a conference 
with highway officials, Mrs. Charles 
N. Felton, chairman of the newly or- 
ganized California Committee for Re 
striction of Outdoor Advertising, an- 
nounced a statewide campaign to re- 
cruit adherents to the anti-billboard 
movement. “It is not fair to allow a 
comparatively few business concerns 
to litter hilltops and creekbeds, for- 
ests and pastures, mountain passes 
and desert wastes, with their huge, 
glaring placards, which have multi- 
plied to such an extent that they have 


become the foundation for national 
ridicule. California is growing to such 
an extent that unless war is declared 
against roadway advertisers in real 
earnest it will not be long before un 
marred scenic beauties will likewise 


fall prey to the signboard artist and}. 


outdoor paperhanger,” declared Mrs 
Felton. 

Napa county will receive $103,00U 
from the State for its schools for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, according 
to figures given out at Napa. 

Crude oil from the Kettleman Hills 
field will be assessed at 72 cents per 
barrel, members of the San Joaquin 
Valley Assessors’ Association decided 
at a meeting at Fresno. Oil of 20.9 or 
less gravity will be assessed at 25 
cents, below 26.9 at 40 cents and over 
26.9 at 50 cents per barrel. Oil in stor- 
age will be assessed at the same rate 
as last year. No changes were made 
in the pipe line or pumping station 
assessments. 


The Railway Express Agency Inc., 
applied to the Railroad Commission 
for authority to abandon its agency at 
Brighton, Sacramento County, and al- 
so its agency at Towle, Placer County. 

The U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 
meeting in April in annual session, 
will have before it a resolution from 
its member chamber in Visalia asking 
its support in federal aid for the Cali- 
fornia statewide water project. 


Rival claims of two old-time clocks 
are expected to be outdone with the 
bringing forward of additional clock 
records at Nevada City. One of the 
old-time clocks has ticked the minutes 
and hours for more than 60 years 
while in the possession of Mrs. Sarah 
Odgers. The other clock, a gift to Mr. 
and Mrs. J. R. Williams on their wed- 
ding day, was recently brought for- 
ward at the fifty-third anniversary of 
the wedding as an example of con 
tinuous operation. 


Three hundred aged indigents of 
Fresno County will benefit from a 
$14,000 appropriation set aside by the 
Fresno County Supervisors. The re- 
lief work will be carried on under the 
direction of A. W. Louch, director of 
the Fresno County department of pub- 
lic welfare. 

Members of the American Legion 
at Eureka, who have announced plans 
for a $100,000 memorial building, will 
study a report of the special traveling 
committee, which returned recently 
from a tour of northern and central 
California cities. Richard and George 
Cloney, Dr. B. A. Peterson, command- 
er of the Legion; B. H. Bartlett and 
Dayton Murray visited memorial 
buildings in Chico, Marysville, Stock- 
ton, Sacramento, Oakland and other 
cities. 

Chenery reservoir of the California 
Water Service near Clyde, will be 
drawn on by May 1 for water to sup- 
ply the Contra Costa area served by 
that company, according to announce- 
ment. Over 200,000,000 gallons of wat- 
er are now stored in the billion and a 
half gallon storage reservoir created 
by digging out a large level area near 
Clyde and throwing up earthen em- 
bankments. Water is being pumped 
from Mallard Slough, on the San Joa- 
quin River, through a 36-inch line and 
will be drawn from the reservoir 
through an 18-inch line to the Galindo 
pumping station. Contract for this line 
has been awarded and the filtration 
and chlorination plants are now near 
completion. 


The Oak street school at Red Bluff, 
constructed sixty years ago, may 
shortly become that city’s veteran’s 
memorial building, as a result of plans 
proposed by those now working on 
the memorial building p:» ject. The 
school and grounds will be ..bandoned 
as soon as a new school now under 
construction is completed, and it has 
been proposed that $25,000 now avail- 
able for memorial building purposes 
be applied to the purchase and re 
modeling of the school. 


Plans for a new interurban station 


at B street, San Rafael, were approved 
by the San Rafael] City Planning Com- 
mission. Work on the depot will start 
soon, Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
officials stated. Extension of A street, 
from Third street to the station 
grounds, was announced. 

Thousands of California rea) estate 
salesmen have either decided to sell 
something else during 1930 or are 
operating in direct violation of State 
law. T. A. Kelly, deputy State real 
estate commissioner, announced that 
out of 37,561 real estate salesmen li- 
censed by the State last year, only 9,- 
150 have taken out 1930 licenses. 

Construction of the new $600,000 
San Jose Hotel is expected to start 
immediately, following the letting of 
contracts for the structure. C. N. 
Swenson received the general contract 
for $160,000. Chris Berg of San Fran- 
cisco received the plastering contract 
for $42,000, add the San Jose Hard-

Bollinger has equipped the Easy Mon- 
ey mine at Challenge, 25 miles east of 
Marysville, and has opened up a vein 
of paying ore.

hewn from surrounding forests. Four 
junked auto engines, overhauled by 
Bollinger, provide power for the mine 
hoists, his home-made stamp mill, 
mine hauling and for a tractor to haul 
mine timbers.

Plans for construction of a highway 
bridge across the Russian River moy- 
ed a step nearer completion when a 
delegation representing supervisors of 
Sonoma, Marin and Mendocino coun- 
ties and the shore line highway dis- 
trict appeared before the state high- 
way commission recently, saying it de 
sired construction of a toll bridge over 
the river under the provisions of the 
1929 Legislature’s toll bridge act. Cost 
of the structure was estimated at 
$180.000. 

When the waters of the Little River 
threatened to wash away a railroad 
company’s beach track near Eureka, 
the officials ordered a dredger to pre- 
pare a new channel for the stream. 
The contract was let and in a few 
days the Little River will flow to the 
sea through a new bed. 

The War Department at Washing- 
ton announced that the rivers and 
harbors board and the chief of engi- 
neers concurred in approving the pro- 
posed extension of the channel of Sui- 
sun Bay from Martinez to Antioch. 

California’s second and final appor- 
tionment of State Educational Funds 
to local school districts for the 1929- 
30 fiscal year will total approximately 
$26,400,000. Vierling Kersey, State sup- 
erintendent of public instruction, an- 
nounced. Of this $19,400,000 will go to 
elementary schools, $6,400,000 to high 
schools and about $753,800 to junior 
colleges. __

was to call for bids for the work. 
| Councilman stated that as the pro- 
test was so close to the 50 per cent, the 
exact figures being 45.% per cent, the 
protest should be sustained. 

Attorney Davide, of Palo Alto, who 
represented the Stanford Park Property 
Owners Association, made a forceful 
address against the proposed work and 
during the course of his remarks stated 
that more than 50 per cent of the peo- 
ple, in fact 51.7 per cent, were oppos- 
ed to the work. 

City Engineer Geo. Kneese who fol- 
lowed Davigq stated that his figures 
showed less than the required 50 per 
cent. 

Attorney Burnett, of San Jose, gave 
a fine talk favoring the street work as 
proposed, and pointed out the benefits 
that would be derived by those living 
in Stanfor dPark and the community 
at large when the work was completed. 

Councilman Harry Weeden, at this 
point, made a motion to sustain the 
protest and Dale seconded. The vote 
by roll call was: AyesDale and Weed- 
en. Note, Blake, Ellis and Walker, and 
the motion was declared lost. 

Councilman Walker then moved that 
the resolution overruling the protests 
be adopted and on roll call the vote 
stood as follows: Ayees, Blake, Ellis and 
Walker. Noes, Weeden and Dale. And 
the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Walker and Blake Reso 
lution Ordering the Work No. 29-1 was 
adopted on roll call by the following 
vote: Ayees, Blake, Ellis and Walker, 
Weeden and Dale voting no.

GREAT WAS HIS NAME; 
GREATER THE MAN 

Nations mourn and forget their great 
men, but America will not soon forget 
William Howard Taft. The only man 
in the history of the United States 
to be both president and chief justice, 
his long years of public service were 
distinguished by a tolerant, humant- 
tarian viewpoint on life. Whether it 
was in the early years in Ohio, in 
Roosevelt’s cabinet, or in Cuba and the 
Philippines, it was the man who made 
the position, not the position the man. 

We can best honor this man not by 
public mourning, eulogies and monu- 
ments, but by adopting his happy out- 
look, his reverence for the law, his 
ideal of worldwide peace. 


NATION ALSO MOURNS 
TAFT’S FRIEND 

Several blocks from the home of 
the former chief justice of the supreme 
court, another home is in sorrow. As- 
sociate Justice Edward Terry San- 
ford died a few hours before William 
Howard Taft. Appointed to the Su- 
preme Court by President Harding in 
1923 after fifteen years consecutive 
service as a federal judge in Tennessee, 
he made a good record in Washington. 
' It was Voltaire who said, “He shines 
in the second rank, who is eclipsed 
in the first.’ 


MR. JUSTICE HOLMES 
YOUNG AT EIGHTY-NINE 

Mr. Justice Holmes, son of the new 
England poet of the ninetenth century, 
will not soon forget his eighty-ninth 
birthday, a day that marked the pass- 
ing of two of his colleagues. Harold J. 
Laski writing in the March Harper’s 
declares that “since John Marchall 
revealed to the American people what 
their new constitution might imply, 
none has so clearly molded its texture 
as Mr. Justice Holmes.” Working under 
four chief justices over more than a 
quarter of a century the liberal judge 
has never let age obscure the vision 
of youth. 

Today Holmes stands out as the 
champion of human rights, who will 
be his successor?

Some one recently writing of Maine 
lumber camp feeds describes the table 


in rather interesting terms: “The 
food is all on before the cook shouts: 
‘Come and get it!’ You will not find 
finger bowls, white napkins or a dozen 
knives and forks to every person, but 
you'll find real grub, the kind that 
delights the stomach of every woods- 
man. There are no ‘eourses.’ You 
eat as much as you want of anything 
that is on the table. The dishes are 
kept filled by the cookees. Coffee, 
milk and tea are in large pitchers. 
Other food is in tins or enameled bas- 
ins and in large quantities.

Knives, forks, spoons and 
plates are also of tin or enameled 
ware. Some of the men mix beans, 
bread, pickles, potatoes and onions 
together and then cover it with mo- 
lasses.

The origin of the poet laureatship of 
England is involved in obscurity.

From that time the post became a reg- 
ular institution,

Amid Coral Formations 

Stone corals grow like plants. Some 
look like plants without leaves, Some 
have the stems and branches of trees 
and shrub life in an earthly garden;

Some are 
bright blue, some variegated, some or 
ange-hued and thickly set with tuber- 
cles. 

Though among the lowliest forms of 
life, the starfish is one of the pretti- 
est of sea dwellers. But it is a thug 
among sea things and makes its liv- 
ing by smothering or strangling its vic- 
tims. 

Frequently starfish are found 
wrapped about shellfish, which they 
appear to suck out of their shells aft- 
er having smothered the occupant or 
paralyzed it with some acid secretion. 
Occasionally the oyster retallates by 
closing on one of the starfish’s rays, 
but the attacker disengages the limb 
and goes away to grow another. 


Earthworms Too Bulky 


for Ordinary Angler 

If any one wishes to angle for 
whales, he should go to Australia for 
his bait, says the New York Times. 
Earthworms averaging from four to 
six feet long are reported from that 
continent. One specimen was discov- 
ered which measured nine feet. The 
account can hardly be set down as the 
yarn of a “nature faker,” for it ap- 
pears in the British scientific magazine 
Nature, which {s careful about what 
it publishes, 

These earthworms would have de- 
lighted Darwin, who wrote a book on 
worms, drawing attention to the ex- 
traordinarily clever way in which they 
drag leaves down their holes, by the 
tip instead of by the stalk, so that the 
leaf rolls up naturally, 

The Australian worms have green- 
isn, translucent eggs, with horny 
shells. They are said to make “loud, 
gurgling noises when they retire into 
their burrows on the approach of an 
enemy.” But what animal would de- 
liberately elect to antagonize such a 
creature? And why should nine-foot 
worms run away from anything? Per- 
haps they are too proud to turn. 


“Place of the Dead” 

The old English word “hell” meant 
substantially the same thing as the 
Hebrew word “sheol,” the dark place, 
or place of the dead. it is possible 
that the English word “cell,” meaning 
a dark, underground room, and our 
own word “cellar,” meaning the place 
under the house, may come from the 
same root. Those who have gone 
down on a cold winter morning to 
start a dead fire may appreciate the 
application. There are three words in 
the Bible translated “hell.” One is 
“sheol.” A second is “hades.” And a 
third is “gehenna,” which has _ refer- 
ence to a valley near Jerusalem and 
is symbolic of the place of abandoned 
hope,

Stick 3 or 4 whole cloves in the 
peeled portion of each apple and

Lettuce Roll Salad—Miash one 
small package of cream cheese with 
1 tablespoon chopped pickle. Spread 


large, crisp lettuce leaves and 
sprinkle with chopped nuts. Form 
each leaf into a roll and cut in % 
inch slices. Serve several slices in 
a crisp lettuce cup, with French or 
mayonnaise dressing. 


Stuffed Pork Chops—Have the 
butcher cut pockets in 4 double pork 
chops. Make a stuffing from 2 cups 
soft bread crumbs, 1 tablespoon 
melted butter, 14 teaspoon salt, a 
dash of pepper, 1 teaspoon Worces- 
tershire Sauce and a few drops of 
onion juice. Force this into the 
chops, sprinkle lightly with salt and 
pepper, and brown in a skillet. Add 
% cup water, and bake slowly until 
quite tender. 

Cheese Sauce—To a medium thick 
white sauce add 1 teaspoon Worces- 
tershire Sauce and ¥% cup finely 
chopped or grated American cheese.

til cheese is melted. Pour over 
cooked cauliflower, and garnish with 
parsley and a sprinkling of paprika. 


Sponge Cakes— 
yolks 3 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon hot water

1% teaspoons baking powder 
14 teaspoon salt 
whites 3 eggs 
2 teaspoons pure cider vinegar 
Beat egg yolks until thick and 
lemon colored. Add sugar gradu- 
ally, and continue beating. Add 
water, flour sifted with baking pow- 
der and salt, whites of eggs beaten 
until stiff, and vinegar. Bake 35 
minutes in a moderate oven, in but- 
tered and floured pan. 


Caramel Sauce—iIn a saucepan 
cook 3 tablespoons butter with 1 
cup brown sugar, stirring until 
heavy and thick. Add % cup cream 
or condensed cream, and cook 1 min- 
ute longer. Cool and flavor with 
vanilla. This makes a delicious 
sauce to serve over sponge cak
